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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The claimed invention of monitoring multiple outputs of a SMPS is found to be 
allowable over the prior art since such a method comprising the steps of initiating a first 
time delay after enabling at least a first of the SMPS outputs and the output(s) is/are 
within a predetermined range, initiating a second time delay after enabling at least a 
second of the SMPS outputs and the output(s) is/are within a predetermined range 
before the first time delay is over, asserting a single "power is good" status signal when 
the second time delay is over, and deasserting the single "power is good" status signal 
when at least one of the outputs is not within the predetermined range was not found to 
be singularly or collectively taught by the prior art. 

The TPS51020 data sheet cited by applicant was perhaps the best reference 
however this application and that reference are commonly owned by the same 
company, Texas Instruments, and both documents were filed or published at the same 
time, July 2003.
